. HETHER the League of Na- 
tons prove a will-o-the-wisp, 
Po leading peoples into a morass 
of war-breeding mistnderstandings, or 
the beicon guiding them into the paths of 
werpetual peace, Geneva, its canitul, will 
2¢ known henceforth as the Millennial 
City. Ti the League succeeds, the Swiss 
municipality will become the city seton a 
Kall, the center of thins moral tniverse. 
Viscount Bryce has said that there are 
four cities that belong to all men rather 
than fo any one nation—cities that have 
influenced the whole world, or round 
which its history has-at one thme or an- 
other revolved; ctties in which students 
and plilosophers from every country are 
equally interested. To these fomr—fe- 
rusiem, Athens, Rome, and Constanti- 
nople—must now be added Genevu. 
Jerusalem pave te western civilization 
its religion, Athens was our great. pre- 
eeptress in Itherty, literature, and art, 
Rooie was the mother who rave us our 
laws and to most of us onr language, 
while the power of her political ane ec- 
clestastical institutions still sways half the 
globe. Constantinople, after the sacking 
of Rome, became the preserver of civili- 
sition, was the birthplace of the Justinian 
Code, the seat of an empire for fifteen 








hindred years, and the link hetween the 
wating glories of the Orient and the 
growing splendors of the Qveident. Gen- 
eva now becomes the fountatn-head af 
what may be cither the most noble tri- 
umph or the most colossal failure in the 
history of human endeavor. 


A TLALT-WAYV TOUSE BETWEEN DELUICIE- 
ENTS LURING THE WAR 


Seated serenely on both banks of the 
River Rhone, where it leaves the linipid 
waters of Lake Genevaas a placid siren, 
in contrast to the muddy turbulence of its 
ingress at the other end of the lnke, Gen- 
eva is not the metropolis of the miniature 
Republic of Switzerland, for Zurich sur- 
passes tin population hy so per cent ane 
Berm ois the capital Put it is doubtful 
whether before the world war any other 
city of its size was visited annually hy as 
many tourists, for it was the main gaute- 
way into the workl-farmous “playground 
Of Evrrepe,” | 

During the European conflict many of 
the finest Swiss ‘hotels, which in seasons 
past have entertaine | thousands af Amer- 
Wwuns, suffered greatly for lack of wealthy 
patronage, and the federal governnerit 
found it advisable to come to their 
financial relief by passing an ordinance

extending the time for payment of in- 
terest on morteages, | 
Other hostelries, however, were as 

crowded during the four years of horror 
and bloodshed as are the fashionable 
caravansirics of New York during Horse 
Show and Antomobile Show weeks. But 
it was a kind of patronage dilferent from 
any to which Geneva had catered since the 
days oat the Reformation, Refugees from 
the belligerent countries flocked here, and 
thousands of interned soldiers were fed 
and housed by the government at a con- 
tract price, the country to which the sol- 
dier belonged reimbursing the Swiss, 
Here, too, assembled the propagan- 
tists of every ereed und complexion. 
Geneva, and in fact all  Switzertand, 
fairly seethed with plot and counterplat, 
as agents and spies trafficked in military 
secrets.and in the honor of foreign public 
officials. Here the nascent nations of 
middle Europe organized their bureaus 
of publicity and sent forth their pleas for 
recognition, Thos the Republic. becarne 
the busy half-way house between the bel- 
ligerent forces. 


THE SOnngWS AND CLOATES OF GENEVA'S 
PAST 


Although its recorded history poes. hack 
beyond the Christian era, to the time when 
Julius Ceckar, in his commentaries on his 
first expedition into Gaul, mentions it as 
a stronghold of the Mlobroges, its growth 
has been phenomenal cnoly in its Jerre 
lness. Today, after twenty centuries, it 
has less than one-third the: population 
of the century-old capital of the United 
States, 

ot size has never been an imfallible 
criterion by which to appraise influence. 
In the days of Pericles, the period of 
her greatest glory, Athens could boast of 
only 59,000 freeméen—scareely more than 
would have filled the stadium of Menodles 
Atticus, laid out by Tycurgus in the suc- 
coving century f 

Cotpled with the heroism of the sthig- 
gle of the Genevese agninst the Dukes of 
Savey to secure political independence 
was the noble humanitarianism which 
prompted its inhabitants to accord shelter 
and suceor ta the fugitives from the sham- 
bles of the St. Bartholomew massacres

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in France antl the persecutions haring 
that era int! England, 

. The city enjoys the distinction of Laritige 
the birthplace of ithe Intemational Red: 
Cross, but alse WES some ark chapters 
in its past-—the religious excesses of the 
Reformation, whet the persectited he-

With such historic events must. be as- 
sociated the names of native sons, vis- 
itors, and exes: whoase lives: have elite! 
luster to the city and romance to its: 
story,  Koussena, of whom Napoleon 
saul, “Without him, France would not 
have hail her Revolution” ; and the patriot 
Bonivard, whose trials Byron imevwirtal- 
ed asthe Prisoner of Chitlon, were Gen- 
evans. Farel, the Billy Sunday of his 


day, who could not be made to destet from 


Preaching, even thauch the women of his 
congremition dragged himoup and dawn 
the aisles of the chureh by his beard, rade 
the lake city his headquarters during: bis 
: And John Calvin, “who 
found Genevan bear garden and left it 
decile school of piety,” was virtual dicta- 
tor here for a quarter of a century. 

Here, ton, came Voltaire, who, atcan 
exile Ero the court of Frederick the 
Great and from his own France, found 
it “very pleasant to live in a country 
where milers borrew your ¢atriige to 
cume-to iline with you.” John Knox, the 
seatch reformer, described this; his city 
Of refige, as “the plaice where T fear nor 
nshiime to say is the mest perfect schievol 
ot Christ that ever was on the earth since 
the days of the Apostles”: but Madame 
de Stoel. even amid the luxury ‘of her 
Coppet estate, cuted mot be reconetled to 
her banishment from lors, az she paved 
upon the sublimest glaciers of the Swiss 
Alps and sighed for “a-sightaf the gutters 
of the Rue du Bac.” Byron and Shelley 
spent the fruitial summer of 1816 m ad- 
joining villas in the outskirts,

Such are the people of Geneva's past— 
some jay, but most grave—with whom 
we can promenade arm im ann, m pbhan- 
tom procession through the beautiful 
Jardin Anglais: along qitvs from which 
we glitipse the gleaming radiance of 
Mont Hance; beneath the magnificent 
mannment erecta) to the memory of

In 800, together with the rest of the ter- 
ritary now embraced in Switzerland, it 
was an integral part of Cliarlemagne’s 
dominions, Then fir six centuries the 
city’s history presents no points of eam- 
pelling interest, the chief events heing 
a succession of atripeles between the 
pritce-bishops and the counts of Gene- 
vais and Savoy for ascendancy. 


A CITy OF CAYETY 


In spite of f peice turmoil) within and 
the constant danger of attack from with- 
out, this was anera of guyety in Geneva. 
Every one took life lightly, In the even- 
ings, behind locked gates of the land for- 
Ufcations and with the Inke front pro- 
tected by a row of stakes interwoven with 
heavy chars, the Genevese made the nar- 
row streets their drawing-rooms: Be- 
neath the Hare of flambeaus they held 
high carnival, the women of exalted de 
gree mingling with the comman folk and 
dnecing in the open with the gallants of 
te day, 

The tact that during ‘the day these 
streets were filled with lepers and beggars 
ciel not oppress the revelers. Nor was 
the cost of living high, if we are to ac- 
cept the testimony of travelers, in whose 
diaries we find the entry that entertain- 
ment could be had at such inns as the 
Good Vinegar, the Hot Knife, or the 
Crowned Ox for man and beast at five 
pence a day! 





THE SWISS CONFEDENACY A FRIEND IN 
NEERM 


Geneva probably would have been ab- 
sorbed inte the possesstons of the Ttalinn 
Mouse of Savoy at this period in her his- 
tory hadi notcheen for the gssistance 
from time to time of the cities of the 
swiss Confederacy. Inthe fifteenth cen- 
tury Pibourg, a prosperous cloth manu- 
facturing community, formed a commer- 
¢ial alliance with the Genevese, whose 
fairs were famous throughout western 
Europe. 

This alliance aroused the ire of the 
reigning Duke of Savoy, who woe the 
father-in-law of Louis XI of France. 
He induced that sovercign to forbid 
French merchants to attend the Geneva 
fairs, and at the same time to:change the 
time for holding the rival Lyons fairs, so

that they would contlict with those of the 
lake city. ‘This was a serious. blow: and 
very nearly effected the conimercial ruin 
of the. Genevese. | 

During the first quarter of the six- 
lecnth century, after the Reformation had 
gained full headway in middle Eorone, a 


Staunech Geneva patriot, Philibert Ber- 


thelier, sticceeded in concluding a de- 
fensive alhance with Fribourg against 
Savoy, but not without bitter opposition 
from a strong ducal party in Geneva: it- 
self. The city wa divided into two hns- 


tile factions—the Mamelukes, adherents 


of the Duke, and the Eidgenossen, or 
partisans of the Swiss Confederacy, It 
is Interesting to note that from this tern 
Ridgenassen (literally, oath companions } 


if supposed to have been derived. the 


word Huguenot, subsequently applied to 
the French Protestants of the sixteenth 


and seventeenth cornturits, 
THE FHISONER OF CHILLUN 


One of the most picturesque figures in 
the history of Geneva during this period 
was Berthelier’s associate in arms, Fran- 
gois de Bonivard, who, when his victori- 
ous friemls rushed into his dimecon ‘at 
Chillon crying, “Bonivard. you are free t" 
responded with the qtery, “And Gen- 
eva?” Upon being assured that his city 
was also saved, he went home rejoicing, 

Bonivard was a man of muaty ‘contra- 
dictions. In inn and tavern he plotted 
revolution with compatriots who styled 
themselves the Children of Geneva: He 
engayed inarmest strife for the possessigr 
af the priory of Saint Victar, and wager! 
guerrilla warfare against a hand of young 
“bloods” of Savoy, who called themselves 
Ruights of the Spoon because they wore 
abaut ther necks spoons with which to 
“eat” Geneva when they should eaptire it. 

He hore with sangri resiel his ix’ Years’ 
imprisonment in the Castle of Chillon, 
four of which weré spent in the dungeon 
beneath the level of the Inke, chained to 
a pillar so that he could walk only three 
steps back and forth. He defended him- 
selt against the charge of beating one of 
his four suceessive wives by proving that 
“she needed it,” thereby causing the re- 
oof of the council to be shifted from 
his shoulders to hers, and ina sthsequent 
domestic trigedy played a ¢hivalrie role

worthy of one of the Arthurian botiplste. 
Such was the stonny ecureer of this Gen- 
evan, 


THE LAST TRAGIC £MISODE 


The story of the last grim epigoede in 
his life deserves to be told. | 
Having reached the age of. nearly three- 
score and ten, and while still engaged in 
his literary ptrsuits, one of his works be- 
ing lis ““Chraniques de Geneve,” which 
he was commissioned to write by the City 
Fathers, Bontvard took into his house a 
voung weonan who had fled ta him for 
protection, | | 
The kindly act seandalized the proprie- 
ties dif the religious commiunity and he 
was called tipon to marry the girl. 
arguments that his relations with his 
ward were of a Platonic nature, and that 
he was old enough to be her grandfather, 
were of nea avatl. The marriage was gol- 
ermnizerd, | : 
Ina short tine Bonivard'’s worst fears 
were realized. This fourth wife, weary 
of her scptuagenorian spouse, became on- 
volved in a Jove afftir and the guilty pair 
were baled to trial. | 
Hontvard, who had not lodged the com- 
pliant, lovally testified tn his wife's be- 
halt. dectoring that he did not believe the 
charges, and that she hae alwaxs been a 
dutiful helpmate, his only cause for com- 
plaint being (and here we may assume 
that the veteran was adrcith pleading his 
wife's cause with the intense teligion- 
ists who were her judges) that she had 
nage him. for his remisness in preach- 
Ing the gospel and had beaten: lim for in- 
viting Triends to his house to drink wine. 
Tt waea poble effort, but the evidence 
agama the young wWite was overwhelm- 
ing. [ler lover wae decapitated and she, 
atter the practice of the age, was dewn in 
asack and thrown into the Rhone. 


How CALVIN CARTE Th THEME A 


Mention has been made of Guillaume 
Farel, the intrepid zealor whose missin: 
ary work, extending over. a period of nine 
years, was responsible im a large measure 
for Geneve’s definite adoption of. the 
Protestant faith in 1535. ‘But his in- 
fluence did not end here. 

Dy one of those curious chances pon 
which hinge events of monumental mo-

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ment, the young French philosopher, 
John Calvin, a native of Picardy, passed 
through Geneva one evening on his way 


to Strassburg. He had intended. spend- 
me only one mi 
his arrrval, rush 





cht; but Farcl, hearing of 
1 to him and, with the 
fiery impetussity which characterized 
every act of his life, convinced Calvin 
that it was his duty to remain and assist 


in the organization of a theocratic State. 


_ Goth men were soon driven from the 
city hecanse they reftised to officiate at a 
communion service for their “prnlless 
flock’; Tut mpernt his recall several vears 
hiter, Calvin, who was then only 32 years 
of age, laid the foundation for a povern- 
rent which in ite rigorous supervision of 
the private lrves of the people has seldom, 
if ever, been equaled, Geneva became 
known a3 the City of Calvin as well as 
the Protestant Rome. Every act of the 
individnal was under the scrutiny of the 


Cone, of which Calvin was the moving 
spirit. | | 


A CODE WHICH TOOK THE JOY OUT OF LIFE 


The austerity of the Calvin ende pre- 
sents many qumusing phases to the mod- 
ern reader. For example, a hairdresser 
Was imprisoned because he made one of 
his chents too beautiful, Any man who 
swore “without necessite” was required 
to take off bis hat, “kneel down in the 
pace of his offense, ¢lasp his hands, and 
Kiss the earth.” The wearing of silk or 
embroidered hose wis prohibited: lite 
wise the adornment of one's person with 
chains of silver or gold, and eating or 
drinking in taverns outside of the city. 
Hosts and hostesses were enjoined to 
warn their guests to be in their own lode- 
ings “otter the trumpet sound to. the 
watch or the ringing of the bell™ (nine 
welock at night). 

The penaltiés tallicted for wrong-doing 
under this hierarchy were of yarying 
severity. The punishment meted out to 
Bentvard’s wife has been relnted. In the 
ease of Clement Marot, the famous 
French poet, whe made the first met- 
ricul version of the Psalms and wielded 
tremendous intivence upon Protestant 
thought in France, tradition sav that the 
offender was whipped about the streets 
of the city wpon complamt of an inn- 
keeper, who had learned that his distin-

guished guest had made love to the ac- 
encer's wife, ‘This bit of gallantry on the 
part of Maret had been prompted by a 
spirit of retaliation for his hast's 11sist- 
ence that the poet ask a blessing before 
every meal, 

Of course, the indelible blot upon this 
period of Geneva's history and upon the 
careers of hier men cf atthoritv was the 
infliction of the death penalty upon here- 
tics. The two most notable martyrs were 
Jacques Gruet and Michael Servetus, 

The former; convicted of having an 
heretical documerit in his possession, was 
subjected to the torture of the corde, 
The victim's wrists were bond tightly 
behind him with a cord, to which was 
then attached a rope thrown over-a pul- 
lev, and by this means the auficrer was 
siisperded inthe air, Griect underwent 
this intermittent torture for three weeks 
before “confessing.” When he finally 
admitted tis heresy he was taken to 
Chanipel, about two miles from the tow 
hall, and there put to death.. | 

Dr, Servetas, an eminent Spanish phy- 
sician, while on a visit to Geneva, was 
burned at the stake following a doctrinal 
controversy with Culwin. 

But the blackness of such tragedies 
was mitigated, in so far as such crimes 
ean be atoned, by the generosity and so- 
licitude of the Genevese for the perse- 
cuted of ther own faith who took refuge 
kere from many lands. 


OPEN ARMS Fok HUGUENOT FUGITIVES 


There is no-more beautiful picture of 
Christian charity than the scene inthis 
city when, on August jo, 15972, merchants 
of Lyons brought news of the massacre 
of the Huguenots on St. Bartholomew's 
Day. Pastera were dispatched to the 
frontiers to meet the fumtives who were 
reported ta be on their way to this a=y- 
lim. and the venerable ‘heodore de Bezc, 
who had succeeded Calvin as the spiritual 
head of the Council, directed the whole 
population to fast and pray for the suf- 
ferers, 

Two days after the receipt of the news 
of the massacre the first fugitives began 
to arnove, In all, more than 2.300 retu- 
gees were housed and fed in this ¢com- 
munity, which at that time boasted of 


only 1200 howselolds, Although almost 
hankrant herself, Geneva shared her all 
with the panie-sticken hundreds who 
arrived empty-handed. 

A final episode remains to he related of 
the period antedating the advent of Rous- 
seau. For a quarter of a centiry, hegin- 
ning in 1578, the Genevese had succeeded 
in resisting the revived attacks of their 
hereditary enemy, the House of Savoy. 
At last the Council, after resolving “to 
ask the advice of God and M. de Beze,” 
declared war. 

The citten army mumbered scarcely 
more than 2,000, 25 opposed to 18,000 
savovatds: Many Hetn-ltke atrocities: 
were committed. (One prisoner 1s savito 
have beer skinned alive, anc pweasants. 
were hung up and roisted before their 
own fireplaces, The Genevese attempted 
to retaliate, but de Deze, actuated by a 
spirit far nradvance af his age, convinced 
them that by such acts they would be cis- 
hanoring their own city. 


THE SIGHT OF THE ESCALADE 


The closing act in the long drama oc- 
curred onthe night of December 11, 1602, 
when the Duke's men, under General 
d'Albigni, made a treacherous assault 
tipon the city, | 

There were 4,000 troops comprising 
the main body of d'Albigni's forces. 
These were preceded by a storming party 
of 200, which succeeded in gaining the 
ratiparts unobserved, a single sentry be- 
ing surprised and slain in silence. Un- 
fortunately for the ossailants, however, 
they decided to await the coming of dawn 
before Tnuneching the main attack, In the 
Henntime a company of the Genevese 
guard stumbled upon the storming party. 

In the melee a gun went off and) one 
min of the guard, the drummer, escaped. 
He sounded the alorm. | | 
 ftowas now impossitile to wait for day- 
light. The storming purty gave their 
battle-ery and hurled themselves wpon the 
town, expecting d'Albigmi's 4.000 men to 
follow mmediately; but the drummer's 
werk had been done, An intrepid hand 
of defenders at the Porte Netve loaded 
a cannon to the muzzle with scraps of 
metal and old chains. Traming the piece 
along the ramparts, the charge swept the

Ol the 25 Swiss cantons, the German 
langage is-spoken by a majoriy of the 
inhabitants ing) ltt Geneva is-one of 
the five where French is not only the 
popular language, but French customs 
and French habits of thought prevail, 
In the remiainiig cantin Italian is the 
domingnt tongue. 

Geneva Canton ts not naturally pro 
ductive, but the f 1 industry. of its 
people catises it to yield a very respect- 
thle harvest of fraits, grain, wines, and 
vegetables: It extent. the canton mens 
ures 108 square miles, compared with the 
79 square miles comprising our District 
of Colambin. Fouwr-afths of this area is 
cultivited—a far higher average than ob- 
tains throughout. Switzerland, as inei- 
ented by the fact that before the war the 
little republic depended upon the ottsile 
world for five-sixths of ul it wheat arid 
a fourth of its meat, 

From amaterin) and physical. stand- 
potnt, Geneva will make an ideal work 
capital. tts inchestrial activities are con- 
siderable, yet neither noisy nor sercdic. 
Famous for its watches, the munufactire 
of which was introduced by Charles 
Cusin, of Autaons. in e587, i i aleo the 
hotne of the musie-bax 

Industrial statistics, which -show that 
there are more than frve hondred fac- 
tories in the Canton of Geneva, convey 
A wrong impression ty an American, for 
ter the Sw system of classihention 
every workshop, even though it. employ 
only twovor three people, is called a fac- 
tory. In these numerows small establish- 
mens chocolate, preserved {truits, svi- 
thetre perfumery, cigars and cigarettes, 
parts of watches, and jewelry are made. 

The manufieture of watches, espe- 
tially the wrist-watch type, condensed 
milk, arid chocolate flourished during the 
war, and many a Genevyan would hive 
amuissed a large fortune had it not been 
for the fact that the cost of materials as 
well as the cost of living imereased from 
Leo tou 300 per cent. In the manufucture 
of chocolate, the Swiss were preatly 
handicapped by the fact thet their nor- 





miil sures of raw materials were Africa 
“ul South America. 

As typical of the minutix of Switzer- 
larad’s matiifacturing inilustties, itis the 
hosst of one mnportant firm that it con 
ducts an international trade in the sale of 
the sniall iwiws which are attached to 
leather bands inside our hats: 


NASHICAMTED RY DORARTH OF COAT 


Heavy manufacturing establishments 
have never found a home dn Geneva, as. 
Switrerland lacks mineral resqurees, es- 
pecially coal More than half a century 
ago cenl was mined in the pdjoming can- 
tonof Valais, but the industry was aban- 
dined owing ta the inferior quality of 
the output, During the war, however, 
when the price of fuel mounted ta te 
heard-of heights, even necessitating: rudi- 
cal curtailment of the State - operated 
transportation facilities, this Valats mine 
Was reopened, 

Though poor in coal, Geneva and her 
aster cities havea wealth of water power, 
and itis highly probable that the republic 
will electrify its 4.700 imiles of State- 
owned mulwavs in the near future. 

One prictige which will seem strange 
fo most of the representatives of the 
League of Nations will be the 2g-hour 
clock, which the Swiss Feder! Council 
last yen decreed should be adepted upan 
the retormpaft worttal conditions, 

The 24-hour system of time-keeping. 
beginning at the midnight hour, has been 
in tise hy astramemers sine in one or two 
European countries for a number of

THE SITE FOR THE LEAGUE'S PERMANENT 
HOME 


Geneva has set aside as a site for the 
permanent heme of the League of Na- 
tons a beautiful wooded park bordering 
on the lake some five miles from the cen- 
ter of the city, Echind the park tower 


the snow-clad Jura Mountains. While 


there are many villages in the vicinity of 
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the park which are switatle for offices 
and for quarters of the delegates and 
their secretarial staffs, the capitol build- 
ing tteelf mist be baile. | 

Thus everv external attribute con- 
ductive to comfort and pleasure will he 
provided for the statesmen whom it is 
proposed to cormm|ission with the respon- 
sibility for international justice, Tiberty, 
and world peace. , - 

The aspect of Lake Geneva from thes 
site will prove a canstant source of dde- 
light to the visitor, its bolhant blue waters 
in Calin weather reflecting at dawn and 
eventide the indescribable alpenglow oft 
the mountains to the south, while the 
lateen sails of barge and pleasure craft 
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pecsen a perpetually changing yucture, 15 
if staged anew each moment for every 
Spectator, | | 

While here and) there among the lit- 
erary estimates and appreciations of its 
heauties one finds a somewhat critical 
note, as that of William Dean Flowells, 
whe onty saw it the city “an adminible 
Hustration printed in colors tor a holiday 
nitmlbier to ititate a water-color sketch.”

How many fishermen realize thot there 
are found in the Atlantic Ocean offshore 
berween Alinmi aud Key Weet nearly Goo 
varivtics of fish—an amazing toml whiels 
eotstinntes one-fifth of the entire fauna 
af the American Continent north of Pan- 
num f 

‘To even sketch the possibilities of sport 
fishing along the far-flung coral reel off 
Miami, the southernmost ‘city of the 
Flerida mainland and the fourth m size 
within the borders of the State, one rtitust 
discount the old question: “Are all fisher- 
men intentionally disingentous, of do only 
liars fish?’ for the facts concerning: the 
vitiety, gnineness, weight, and diversi- 
fied color of the citizens of the deep, 
alwuning i these waters, require a high 
rating as to the personal veracity and Whe 
comme to prove that ancient proveris 
about truth being stranger than fiction! 


The freah-water fisherman who, armed 
with heht tackle, matches his wits agaist 
the quickness of the black bass, the bril- 
att generaiship of the brook trout, or 
the fierce charge of the muskellunge, in 
his inland streams and lakes, may not con- 
siler it superior sport tu “wet his line” 
in salt water along the North Atiantic 
coast, for not-many of the fish in cold 
cas are considered foemen worthy of lis 
steel, 

DISCOVERING A NEW WOHLD OF sraRt 

Yet a different story can be told of their 
warm sea brethren, anil he needs only to 
hunt out, for example, the fearless tar- 
pon, the dashing sailfish, or the powerful 
and valiant bonefish, not to mention a 


seort of other finished fighters of the Gulf 


stream, to realize that he 1s called upon 
to extend his every faculty and skill to 
bring sach game alongside as trophies of 
lis prowess, 

Tt would be interesting to have a tro- 
hen-picture recom! of the thoughts which 
fash through the mind of even an ex- 

rienced inland fisherman the first time 
ne feels the tiger-like swoop of a five- foot 
barracida, the yank of a hundred-penil 
amberjack, or the sullen sutme of a big 
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grouper on his Tne; for even when armed 
with the heaviest rod, a reel as big in 
comparison as the evlinder of an mutome- 
hile engine, and a line which ‘approaches 
a hawser in thickness, he 1s pretty sure 
to wish, at least subconsciously, that his 
equipment was twice as formidnble and 
his arm thrice as strong. 

What, indeed, must his sensation te the 
first time when, looking overboard at his 
baited hook go feet below in the clear 
waters of the Gulf Stream, he sees, as 
plainly as if inacmirror, the approach and 
attack af a mant jewhsh, which is puct as 
likely to weigh soo pounds as so, Tor it 
sametines grows as ber as a pony along 
the Florida coral reef and t just alwiut 
as stronp f 


UNRELATED MONSTERS OF THE DRGP 


Wher one starts in te tell of the amar 
ing “variety of undersea life along the 
Florida east coast, it is dificult to decide 
where to beet and end, for it is an mex- 
haustible subject. Such being the case, I 
will nat attempt a survey of it now, but 
will confine myself to the expericnce of 
our party itr puns Axe craupHteeraiagy’ a 
devil-fish, srid to be the lingest specimen 
taken in American waters.in twenty years. 

Tn the general mint the devil-feh anid 
the octopus are frequently ‘confused, 
whereas. they belong to entirely different 
fish fatilies, and the only physical re- 
semblance between these two gentry Tes 
in the fact that they both live in the same 
waters, “The devil-fish, or Mfonia Piros- 
fig of science, belongs to the giant my 
famile—a hie hatlike creature which 
tees tts bocky fins as a bird does its wings 
in flving, with a waving, undulating mer 
tion, which propels it along benenth the 
wiiter at remarkable speed, 

Aside from its imunense wing-spread, 
the outstanding feature of the devil-fish, 


and the «oe from which it detives its” 


satanic name, are the lobes, or, a5 they 
ire sometimes termed, cephalic fins, 
which extend ontward and apward free 
ench side of tts fat head like curling 
horns, 

In the adult bsh-the head fins are from 
three to four feet in length and about 21x 
hes wie, Nature hat fashioned them 
ef a leathery muscle tissue which spells 
sireigih in every Gince. 
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When the giant ray dashes into a school 
of fish, these head fins are of grea) aasist- 
ance in oltaming food, for, like the arms 
ofa boxer, they are m constant motion, 
whirhing about and sweeping its: living 
firey into the yard-wide meuth with al- 
most lightning speed, as it hurls ite preat 
body about in tts natura) element. 

te remarkable strength and twisting 
movements of the so-called horts are re- 
sponsible for many of the allegations 
lodged apninst this fish as a menace to 
ounkind, whereas, unless attacked ond 
in panic, the hiyre sea-bat hurte no dine. 

Aéa matter of fact, however, there are 
a number of authentic reports of the 
devil-fish's running foul of a ship's an- 
chor chain, Trite to instinct, it clasps the 
chain teeht by wrapping its tenacula. 
harns or feelers about it, applies its tre- 


menidous strength, lifts the heavy anchor 


as/if it were a feather, and starts to sea 
with the anchor, chain, and ship. to the 
amazement and terror of the erew, whe 
cannat believe them very eyes, us their 
Vessel moves atmward at a fast pace with- 
ont asl set or an engine's turning over; 
when, to-all appearances, a moment te- 
their vessel was moared to the ocean 
oor, 


THE OLD MAN Off THI SEA 


The octopus, on the other hand, ab 
though sometimes termed “devil-fish,” is 
of another family: entirely,an inverte- 
brite, known to science os the typical 
genus of Cephaluped< or, in plain words, 
the highest class of moliusca, in’ which 
aquids, cutth-fish, and actopi are grouped. 
In Pacific waters the giant octopus, tech- 
nically known as Cetopus punctatus, 
grows to an immense size; indeed, cap 
tured specimens have measured o radial 


spread of 20 to 30 feet 


In tppenrance the cbctopeis is most re- 
ne raving a large, ugly head, a ferce- 
lpoking mouth, armed with a pair of pow- 
etiul horny jaws, shaped much lke a 
parrot’s beak, atepped with two diaboli- 
cal eves set clase together, which are post 
tively capable of semiing forth a demeo- 
niae glare when angered. The grotesque 
head is mounted o a somewhat oval 
body, fram which radiate eight arms, 
nsually united at the body base by a 
membrane. The arms or tenticlés are 
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provided with rows of suckers, with 
Which {1 clasps and clings to its prev with 
Ticanny strength and quickness, 

Asa rite, it will not pive battle to mia 
holess angered of injired, but when chal- 
lenged will fight to the Inst, doing its heat

Timini is a 
quaint litte coral dot a few miles long 
and a quarter of amile wide, qpite cov. 
ered with clusters of coconut paltis arte 
tropical plants. its tallest headland rising 
but o few feet above the surface af the 
ald Athmtic—an out-of-the-world spot 
peopled by a few score of Bahama tte 
procs, who cke out a precariots existerice 
by fishing, gathering shells. and. in a 
small way, cultivating sisal, the fbrods 
plant from which hemp rope is made, 

SSypronsiatie the teland, the orean bot- 
torn for miles offshore is carpeted with 
snaw-white, sand, and <0 clear is the 
waiter that there is no difficulty in study- 
ing the vast marine gardens go ta 50 feet 
below the surface.

drops anchor mpon arrival, inspects all

THE 464 SUPPLIES THE LANDER 


Up te the day of our arrival, there 
hadn't been.a piece of fresh beef ora bit 


of butter on the tuble of the Crown's 


Representative for nine months, much 
less that of a -single Gne of imii's 
himbler inhahitants, for the isie is more 
than a hitndred miles from Nassau, and 
ewer the mail-boat was conspicdotis hy 
its absence during the period of the Eu- 
rapran war when enemy submarines 
were in South Atlantic waters, 

So it is that the sea furnishes food fur 
the Hintinntes, stpplemented by a few 
vegetables, flour, and salt teats when 
they can get supplies from Nass: 
Conch, the nyarine animal which inhabits 
the teauttful spiral shell, so fashionable 
AS a parlor oriiment a_generatinn ag, 
i the chief article of food, and the na- 
fives consume thousands of them each 
year; indeed, it can he considered their 
maith article of food. | 

After we had received and returned 
the official call of the Crewwn's Repre- 
sentative, we had visttations dloneside 
from several shore boats: manne: by 
dusky-hitted merchants, each tradesman 
clad, on an average; in one and a half 
faurmerits, who, with a happy grin and o 
hingry look, offered for sale vartetics of 
spotges, brilliantly colored conch ghells. 
sta-beans, and tortoise shell, the last- 
named article bemg obtained from the 
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hawk-lall turtle, which is quite plentiful

THE LURE OF THE TROPICAL NIGHT 


lt was like polling teeth to go below 
deck and lecve the wondrous beauty of 
the tropical mht. with the soft, cool touch 
of the ever-blowing trade wind, the 
shadowy grace of the mint coconut palms 
swaying ond whispermy on the near-by 
heach in the moonlight, while the surf, 
grounding upon ithe coral strand on the 
outer stile of thé iste, balled aa with tts 
crooning obligutn:

Making a course out through 'the island 
channel to the open sea, all of us except 
ng the steersman hong over the side to 
mijov the amaging sights below in the 
Heep ocean pools. Ome of 1 would ex- 
witedly point to a ta of six or eight 
tee tarpon tozdly wallowing about far he- 
hiw—lords of them element, onnfraul: 
therefore ready to give battle to anvthing 
except, perhaps, a tiger shark, 

Another startled angler would call from 
the other side that a 1¢-foot hammer- 


head or a nurse shork was rolling an eve. 


nt him from the mean floor, while still 
another mind fishermun watrted te putnp 
down among a school, numbering peos- 
sibly ten thousand lirge and small man- 
grove stappers, busily parading up and 
dewn a long-stretch of coral shelf on the 
bottom, which afforded thom instant hid- 
ing places in case .of the sudden appear- 
ance of Timpry enemies. 

Passe out aver the entrance bar, we 
set a course for the open sea, and soon 
all were scanning the pulsing basom of 
the Gulf Stream for big game, like the 
crew of a submarine destroyer: peeling 
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their eyes fora periscope in the danger 
pcre, 

otrange 26 Tt may seem, the fish of the 
Warm seas dn not appear to have the 
slightest sigh cnsion of danger from 
the noise of a motorboat, and if attracter| 
by the bait or nor disturbed hy the ap 
proach of a natural enemy beluw water, 
aie can not only get very close to them, 
but las little difticulty in keeping the big 
fish in sight, once they are lieated and 
something of their halite known, 

After a while Captain Thormpsen called 
qur attention in his quiet way to a long, 
dark shadow not far below the surtace 
a couple of boat-lengths away, and the 


boat was turned toward the first sgn of 


our quarry, which he said was a “herring- 
hog,” aspects af porpoise, Tt praved to 
he an adult about eiht feet long, weigh- 
ingoaroum! four hundred pounds, and as 
this sprites destroys preat quantities of 
foolish, we went for it, 

Reaching the proper positiin to strike, 
a hand harpoon was shrow a. found its 
mark, ind away the hetring-hor went ata 
fast clip, the line fairly srnoking fron the 
barrel. And soon weowere being tower 
tong—a novel sensation ta the novice, 
One of the less experienced fishermen of 
the party was given the harpoon fine with 
instructions io bring the big fellaw aleng- 
ade forthwith, and further instricted 
above all to “keep his head wp." the rest 
of us sitting back to enjoy his attempts 
te obey orders. | 

About twenty minutes after the strike 
and while vet the herrinw-hiyg was show- 
ing sight signs of tiring, although ‘this 
could not be said af the perspiring fisher- 
man into whose care he had been piven, 
a considerable disturbance was observed 
on the surface of the water about a quar- 
ter of a mile away, and it was fudged ta 
he etther a leopard shark at kill or a battle 
roval hetween two big denizens of the 
deep. Arivthing can be expected In these 
waters, 


TIKE SEAL RUSINESS OF THE DAY 


It was our business, however, to haye 
ring-sile seats at this battle, whatever it 
was, Sooall hands tock hold of the her- 
Ting-hog line and, reversing the engine, 
which was not very sportsmanlike, but 
decidedly effective in checking it, we 
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brought bien alongade withowt further 
less of time; then turned) our attention to 
the new tvstery now chose at hand, 

We were all excited at the thought of 
getting a-harpwin into hig leopard shark, 
which will fight any and everything that 
swims, and, acconting to all deep-sea 
fishermen, i really the only member: of 
the shark family of whor man need he 
afraid while in the water, | 

but the reader can. imagine how our 
interest whs mecreased when all at once 
Captain Thompson, who, havitig wicanny 
evesight plist long experience with sub- 
een life, suddenly exclanned: “Stand by, 
men: it’s the biggest devil-fish | have ever 
seen!" 

As we iirew pear it seemed to me that 
the entire iwittom of the ocean in that 
area was siddenly dark and slowly mov- 
ing off, and I discerned in the transti- 
cent depths a gigantic shadow which had 
tie appearance of a hinge bird flapping 
its wings and swinging its long, thin tail 
from side to side, as it New slowly along. 

While we were coming wp within strik- 
ing madins of the fish, which was eyi- 
dently devouring something it had killed 
and was paying fio attention to anything 
else, our ante lines, nsed in dispateh- 
ingthe hetring-hog, had been straightened 
out and put in readiness: for the conbat 
which wis to come. 

As soortas we came near enough, Cap- 
tain Thompson let Ay with his heaviest 
harpecn, and then, as the litth: bay said 
when he dropped the cat into the pail of 
stewed tomatoes, “the fun begun.” 

Lam aure that name of us was rendly 
for what followed. The devil-hsh rose 
as though hurled upward by a submarine 
explosion beneath it. One of Its great bat- 
like fins broke above the surface, sending 
gallons of water over us and splintering 
the harpoon pole against the boat's sie 
as if it had been a match stem; then tts 
io fnoet pectoral wing struck the water 
with a tertifice impact, making a noise 
which could have been heard several 
miles awe. 

For a moment the monster seemed |se- 
wildered, anal that lost moment cost him 
dear, for it enabled us to throw another 
harpoon, Which strock deep into its body 
near the spine. Away it started to sea, 
tuking owt harpoon Hne with it, at a pace 
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which made te apprehensive regarding its 
length, although we had, as we thought, 
a wide margin for safety. Gradually all 
hands put their weight against the line, 
and as the boat was by this time moving 
properly on an even keel, we took a wrap 
around a bow cleat and started seaward— 
giant fish, boat, and crew! 

Every once in a while the devil-fish 
mould iiteralty hurl rtself several feet cnt 
of the water, and its huge body would 
come dawn with a crash like the explo- 
sion of a ga-centimeter shell! Moreover, 
each time it broke on the surinee it 
looked larger than before. Now and 
then it would sownd for deep water in an 
effort to shake u« off, and several times 
it went down so far that we stood by 
with hatchets to cut the lines at the lust 
moment, in the evert the bow should be 
drawn completely ander water, as came 
pertlousy near happening more than 
omer, 

All of a-sudden the lines slickened, and 
we frantically hauled tn as the memster 
turned and dashed toward the boat, corm- 
ing up almost, but not quite, tinder our 
craft, its pigantic tlk lifting one side of 
the heavy lawnch well cut of water and 
giving tis a pretty stiff scare,

With us usual sini) and presence of 
inind, however, Captain Thompson let 
drive another harpoon he had at hand, 
which feud Jodement ty the devil-fish’s 
head, and away it dashed again. With 
two harpoon lines, one mm each side of the 
badly, we were actually able to drive the 
monster as one would a runaway horse, 
swerving it toward the distant shore of 
Bimini and into more shallow water ly 
the process of pulling first on one line 
and then on the other, which course was 
a Httle too mich for the fish to resist, 
Meanwhile time was flying. 

By this time the devil-tish had. towed 
ne for abot ten niles, and althoph it 
was Ising much blood, it was still going 
strong; #0 Ol Next. experiment was to 
throw outoand let drag our anchor in 
order that this maneuver might further 
mipede its progress, But this experlient 
made litte difference to this giant, fur it 
continued to pall is along as if our heavy 
craft were only a birch canoe. 
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After an hotr or so, however, durme 
which it alternated! between trying to pull 
the how under water and! suddenly turn- 
ing and endeavoring to come up inder us, 
the anchor began to catch hold hetter, 
nad our giant was becomin it Hitthe mare 
amenaile tooreaton, so that a nember cf 
times we were thle to hol in slack, re- 
arrange our lities, and even to get up 
within 20 er 30 feet, as it labored along 
with its great bathike fins, a litth less 
powerful in stroke ane syne Ww hat slower, 
in plain sight, five or six feet below the 
surface of the water, 

It was at this point that Mr. Allison 
secured the pictures, which we hove every 
renson to believe ore the first aniel anky 
netaal photmgraphs ofa guint devil-tis 
alive in its mitural element. These pho- 
tographs, becatise of the refraction of 
hilt in the water, do not give a cleor iden 
uf this monster's enormity, and make it 
hard to realize that our remarkable cateh 
mensured 29 feet across from the tip of 
one pectoral fin to the other-and 17 feet 
t inch frem the head to the end of the 
tail, and, mercover, weighed considerably 
more than 3,000 pounds. a. _ 

Seeing that it was well-nigh inntpossi- 
ble to give it a death bow, and that at 
any minute in its jockeving the fish might 
come up squarely under the boat and p- 
set ts in spite of all that we could do, 
anil as allamanier of sharks had been at- 
tracted by its strugele and loss of blood, 
we waturally. did not relish the thought 
of any such Serereetn eo we signaled te 
the ff pache for a-gun. 

Luckily, about this time, a fast-sniling 
little isan spange boat approached ts to 
see What the excitement was all about, 
and we managed to make the poner es 
understand that they mist go beick. te. the 
yacht and bring the rifles, which had. 
uitfertinately, teen forgotten th ctr 
hurry to get started in the early morning. 


VICTORY AFTER TICKS OF BATTLE 


The native mariners were most willing 
to help, anc made all haste possihle: so, 
after nether hualf hour of skinmnishing

Naturally, the natives of Bimini were

On the Existence of a Natural Process at Work Among 
Human Beings Tending to Improve the Vigor 
and Vitality of Succeeding Generations

This has always been so from the very: 
earliest times; and,.in spite of modern 
_ sanitation and the advance of medical set- 
ence, Tetains true today. Cinly a small 
proportion of each generation survives 
the traditional Biblical age of threescore 
years und tern 

Linder these circumstances is tt not re- 
markable that-so many poople should have 
parents whe lived to he ald? Seventy is 
by no means an unusual-age fora prrent, 
Examine the histary of the people you 
know and you will find that very few of 
them had parents who died betore sey- 
enty, while a considerable propertion had 
parents who lived to be eighty ar even 
much older. 

An examination of several hundred 
cme, rioted inthe Genealogy of the Hyde 
family', shows that r&F per cent of these 
persons liver to be seventy or older; but 
1.7 per cent hail fathers or mothers who 
lived beyond! seventy. About 13 per cent 
lived to seventy-five; but 65 per cent, or 
nently two-thirds of the whole, had 
fathers or mothers who lived beyond sev- 
enty-five, 

The contrast is:still more marked when 
we consider persons who lived to extreme 
old age. Only 8.7 per cent lived, to be 
eighty or older: and ver 4&.t per cent, 
early one-half of the whole. had fathers 
or mothers who lived to be eighty or 
older. |

We cannot, for example, suppose that 
mothers who died at fifty would have had 
more children had they lived to be sixty 
of eighty or a hundred: and yet invest 
pation shows that the mothers who lived 
to. extreme old age actually had, on the

From the Hyde statistics we find that 
mothers who died before forty had, ott 
the average, only 3:4 children apiece : and

We have only fo glance arqunl us at 
the different forms of tnimal life to find 
plentiful indications that the duration of 
life is inflttenced, and indeed controfled, 
by heredity, Tach species has its own 
limit of life, and man is no exception, 

The contrasts are iten very great: 
For example, a horse born the same day 
vsa child dies of olf ape before the child 
has reached full matarity, Jist think of 
the differences. The horse may hecomea 
parent when the child i only a toddhing 
three-vear-old. a grandparent by the time 
the child is six, and several generations 
of horses may appear before the child has 
even reached marniageable age. . 

The chiratien of life of each species is 
controlled and limited ly heredity, and 
heredity even establishes different limits 
for groups of animals within the same 
species. The long-hved tend to produce 
long-lived offspnng, the short-trved, short- 
lived offspring. ete. 

Acmillion peopl: may be born on the 
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sine dav, and we know that tmultitodes 
of them wall cite during the very first year 
of life. So great is the mortality during 
infancy and childhowd that we may be 
perfectly certain that the majority of the 
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transmit to their offspring a tendency to

it families shows that a tendency to long 
life can be inherited. It 1% not longevity 
itself that is transmitted, hut something 
else that tends to produce long life. What 
is Teally inherited is probably a tough, 
WIry constitution which enables the for- 
timate possessor to survive the muiltite- 
dinous ile that flesh is heir to and live 
an te the extreme limit of human lfe. 
From this point of view, the. attainment 
ef old age is extremely significant. 

The people who live to be ell represent 
the diseuse-resivioat atrain of their gon- 
erition: and, on account of their superior 
fecundity, this disease-resistant quality is 
distributed verw largely threngh the pop- 
ulation, The weak and deheate do not,

THE AZORES 


Picturesque and Historie Half-way House of American 
Transatlantic Aviators

HE picturesque Axorean archi- 
pelugo, situated between the 37th 
and 40th deprees of latitude, hes 


in the path of steamers plying between 
New York and the Mediterrancan, as 
Well ag in the course of those sailing be- 
tween Panatnia ated the ports of nerthern 
L.urope. 

The central cluster of this group, 
formed by the islands of Fayal, Pico, 
Sao Jorge, Graciosa, and. Terceira, lies 
more than S4o miles directly west of Lis- 
ban, About so miles northwest of this 
centrally located group are Flores. und 
Corvo, and approximately the sme dis- 
tance to the southeast Santa Maria, and 
the largest and most important of all, St 
Michaels (Sao Miguel). 


The Azores are not, as is generally 
suppased, a colonial possession, but form 


an integral part of Portugal) For politi- 
cal and administrative purposes, they 
are tivided into three districts, each 
senMling its Tepresentatives ti congress at 
Lisbout. 

Ciwing to their location, the Azores 
have played a very important part in the 
history of sea navigation, jist as thev 
have with the last few weeks played a 
vital rele in aérml navigation as the half- 
Way house mi the epochal transatlantic 
flight by American naval officers in the 
American seaplane \C-4, and as ports of 
satiety tor the equally daring aviators 
who piloted the less successful NC-1 and 
NwC=4. 

The keen teterest that the Azorenns 
matifested in the first transatlantic Hight 
had a deeper cause than mere curiosity. 
They remember that the first sailing ves-

islands, They were the first to receive 
from Columbus the news of the discovery 
ofa new world, and they hailed with de- 
light the opportunity to welcome to their 
shores the first man to win the title of 
“Columbus of the Ag.” 
HISTORY OF THR AZORES 

The discovery of Madeira, the Cana- 
ries, and the Azores Islands was a direct 
result of the persistent efforts of Prince 
Henry the Navigator, of Portugal, to 
double Cape Bojador and to discaver a 
new toute to Indian. It was durmg the 
Kloriqus period of Portuguese explora- 
tions that Gonealo Velho Cabral discov- 
ered Santa Maria, the most southerly of 
the Azores, in 1432. In the course of 
Succeeding Vears, covering a period af 


more than a decade, the other ilonds 
were diseovetecl, 

From that tone on down. to modern 
dave the Agores, or Western [sthineds, be- 
came the scene of many an hestoric event. 
The first of these was the visit of Co- 
lurobus on his retin from Ameneca, im 
1493. 

Tossed about by a severe tempest, the 
ereat [ialian nav igate ard his men made 
no vow that (f their lives were soared they 
wetld worship, stripped of a part of their 
clothes, in the first church they reached, 
\ few days later they sighted the Island 
of Santa Maria, where Columbus an- 
chored and sent 2 part of his men to a 
amall chapel near the shore to attend 
mass, in fulfillment of his vow. Toxlay 
this chapel is one of the most interesting 
historical places on the island. 


Aiter the discovery of Brazil, the 
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THE AZORES 


Azores were visited by ships plying be 
tween Portugal and) South America. 
Vessels returning from. the Western 
Hemisphere and from India, loaded with 
gold, silver, and epices, sought their way 
aineng the isiands that. became, #1 ac- 
cordance with the turbulent spirit af the 
4ixteenth century, the scene of many gal- 
lant fights for the ownership of these 
Precious cargoes. . 

Those interested in the naval exploits 
of Drake, Sir Richard Granville, Frob- 
isher, and other bold spirits of the six- 
teenth centiry, will find wbondant ro- 
mance in the early history of the Azores. 
Here they fought with vessels of the 
Spanish Armada of Philtp 11, and it was 
here that the L. &. privateer, General 
drigtrong, was sunk in the harbor of 
Faval dunng the war of 112, 

Today the Agorea are important as a 
coiling station for vessels engaged in 
peacetul commercial pursmts, 





ORIGIN OF THE AZORES ISLANDS 


Although mich hins heen written short 
the origin of the telonds, this is stil a 
thiatter of conjecture, Interesting: arg- 
ments have been advanced to prove they 
are remnants of the lost continent, At 
lantis, OMe theory is that the ishinds 
ire the topmost peaks of o subterminean 
range of mountuns extending north and 
south, and atother that they were at one 
tine a part of the continent. Tngtish 
feagraphers have taken a deep interest 
in the study of the isiamls, and it is not 
improbable that botanical investigations 
will prove that the latter theary ts correct. 

Ent whatever may have been the origin 
of the islands, they are certainly the re- 
sult of tranendoas volcanic eruptions 
that have continued tochange their phys- 
ical aspect ever since thete discovery in 
the fifteenth century. On every hand 
are evidences of forner upheavals, fron 
the gray lava. atotres that are used in the 
constriction of howses and the bolding 
ef roads to the underlying streaks of 
ashes that aré visible in plices where the 
suriace soil has washed awav, and. the 
many ciupeshaped craters and beautiful 
lakeson the tops of the mountains, 

According toa Moorish account, writ- 
ten before the thirteenth century, an 
Arabian caravel started fron Portugal

to discaver new lands. Sailing westward 
for eleven avs, the sailors soddenty 
found themselves im a sea of “fetid 
gases’ find contronted by dangerous 
rocks and shoals, which so -frightened. 
them that they turned sothwurd. Tt is 
qiite possible that these daring Arabian 
sailors reached the Azorean waters dur- 
ig a volcanic disturbance, which pre- 
vented their further discoveries. 

Tt is most-interesting to compare with 
this meoount a strange phenomenon that 
is destribed in the early archives of the 
Azores Islands in connection with: the 
discovery of St. Michaels, Upon leaving 
the shore of this newly found band, the 
discoverer mide o-sketch of the island 
mM! note! especially the presence of two 
peaks that towered high above the othera, 
one on the eastern and the other on the 
westem éxtremity. 

Soon afterward, he returned from Por- 
tural to establish a settlement, but when 
he approached the island he ws sir- 
prised to find that during his absence the 
western peak had entirely disapppenred. 
Trees and large quantities of puimice- 
stones Were seen floating in the sea. To- 
day the town of Sete Cidaddes, built in the 
hollow of a crater, marks the site of the 
old prea, 

The violent earthquakes that disturbed 
the Azores during the stceecding centu- 
nes down to the eighteenth are too nu- 
merous te mention, But the annals of 
the islands vie with those of Italy in 
graphic accounts of the ever-imteresting 
and ternble voleanic phenomena, Cities 
were burted, mountains disappeared and 
sect their ashes to unbelievable distances: 
islands hundreds of feet high suddenly 
appeared and as suddenly disappeared, 
andl Hames of fire illoninated whole 
islands and their intervening waters, 

Pico, 7,613 feet high, on the island 
bearing the same name, i8 interesting ns 
the central and the highest volcano of 
the islands, lt is considered bw some as 
the prmecipal conmiimication of this re- 
gion with the interior of the earth. Light 
Clouds of vapor o¢casionally rise from its 
summit and the ashes at the top are still 
Wat ttth, 

St. Michaels has periiags suifered more 
from yolcanic disturbances than any of 
the other islands; but Santa Maria, only 
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53 miles south of St, Michael, has al- 
ways beer free from eroptions and even 
heavy earthquakes,

far-oft land of Californian. | 

Most of these emigrants sail from Porta 
Delgada, the capital of St. Michaels, 
where they gather from all the islands. 
Two, Portuguese steumers make their 
monthly roads to the various Agorenn 
parts; bringing back to St. Michaels old 
men who have visited relatives ane are 
now returning to America, and voung 
men and young women, bows and girls, 
about to seek their fortunes inthe New 
World. 

Those are busy days in the port of St. 
Michaels. On first view, the Azorecan 
emigrants, gathered onthe whart, differ 
little from those af other countries: bur 
an opportunity te study them more closely 
will reveal mary mteresting faces and 
figures, ‘These peasants have lived in a 
healthful, mid-ocean climate and Jed their 
simple lives among the hills and rugged 
mountains of their native land, Dejec- 
tion is not pictured on their faces, Many 
oft them are tall ond strong. Dut per- 


haps the most notable feature to « 
stranger is the healthy glow of their faces. 

Unfortunately, many do not find the 
fortune they seek in America, Sotie go 
to the western part of the Linited States 
anil conte to lead a healthful life on 


the ranches in California and Nevada,

Years.agn the Portuguese Govertiment 
abolished all conyents and prohibited 
women from taking the vow, Hut the 
Convent of Esperanga was placed in the 
hands af a religions socioty and allowed 
to remain open under the auspices of an 
abbess, Tedlav about forty women live 
there, performing their religious duties, 
lut free from the wsual vow and étrict 
rule, 

Many of the inmates of Esperanga 
earn their living by making confection- 
ertes that have become fomous in the 
island. 


TWO FAMOUS FRSTIVALS 


The procession of Santo Christo takes 
lace On the fith Sunday after Easter, 
ni the afterncon of the day before, the 

image is taken cut of the convent, where 
it remainé all year, Tt is-carricd inte the 
acdjoming church, which is kept open all 
night for the 15,000 people who come 
from far ind near, many of them from 
other islands, to worship and witness the 
great procession of the vear, The pil-

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church or sleep in the vestibule itself, 
Nor do the faithful worshipers in the 
inited States. forget their beloved tm- 


age. Generous contributions arrive from 


Ameriea, and, in remembrance of absent 
friends, the American fag is produced 
in the fom of pyrotechiical isplays in 
the Purk of San Frinciseo. | 

Santo Christo is often spoken of by 
the wianders as being “rico,” * or rich, 
which is cortamly trie; it is impossible 
to estimate his wealth; but the costly 
jewelry and precious stones that have 
been offered at his shrine and with which 
he is adorned represent a value of thou- 
sands of dollars. | 

The second of the great religions fes- 
tivals is the Lnperto do Espirito Santo, or 
Holy Ghost, which extends over a period 
of ten of more weeks, from Faster: Sun- 
day until Saint Peter’s Day. The season 
is marked by a-series of processions, trrt 
the principal and most interesting feature 
is the poor people, On the last Sunday 
mordomos, or chiefs, whose duty it is to 
collect money and other gifts, are selected 
for the ensuing: year, 


A SEASON OF CHARITY 


Generous quantities of flour, wheat, 
heans, and cattle are frequently received 
from those whose fortunes enable them 
to bestow freely. The money is wed to 
purchase wine and food. | 

During the Espirito Santo holidays the 
wheat and Hour are converted into bread, 
the cattle are kitted, and everything is 
distribnied among the poor, The resi- 
dents of céttam streets form so-called 
imperios, or unions, cach one electing its 
mordomo and aistribating the collected 
gifts among tta-members. The food ts 
placecl in carts drawn by oxen, and both 
cirts and animals are decorated with gar- 
lands and rosettes of bright flowers.

turned their attention to the growme of 
pineapples, 

The first pineapples were grown in a 
emall town; Livromento, but now the 
itincipal centers are Penta Delgada and 
‘ila Bianca The fruit is not platted in 
helds, as in the warmer climates of Mex- 
ico and Central America, but carefnily 
nursed mm hothewses, without grtificrl 
heat. To prodiuce the necessary heat, beds 
of special fermenting material are made. 
The hothouses, approximately go by go 
fect, face north and south and contain as 
many as 7.000 planis. The young pine- 
apples need replanting, and therefore 
several hothouses ore used before the 
fruit is ready for market. | 

In the first house the earth ts. preparer! 
by covering a heavy ayer of small 
branches with sel that has been previ- 
ously used. This is turned over and 
watered, 

The young poe are placed abet a 
foot apart and covered with a layer of 
loamy sith, After being carefully watered, 
they are allowed to remain undisturbed 
for about 12 weeks. Wheo they appear 
above the growmid the glass roofs. are 
covered with a coat of whitewnsh to 
soften the light of the siti

The plants are transzilanted to the sec- 
ond hothouse after they have reached a 
heighe of about six inches, ‘The beds in 
tlie Second hothouse consist of three loy- 
ers; the bottom one berg old soil that has 
been used in the hothawse; the second,

rotted hothouse soil, The plants are 
placed two feet apart and allowed to 
grow until they are one foot high. .

While this is expensive, the fruit 
is remarkably free from all fbrous sul-

A GREAT WISE: COUNTRY 


The second great industry of St. 
Michaels is the manufacture of wire. It 
sometimes happens that the crop is so 
eredt that there are not enough pipes on 
the islands te Tiold the wine, and growers 


have to build special cement tanks. 


Several kinds of sweet and sour wines 
ate manufactured, but that most widely 
used isa ted wine (vinlio de cheiro), Tt 
cortalis avery small percentage of alen- 
hol ard has a rich grape flavor. A liter 
of this pure wine is sold for 60 frets. of 
about five cents in American curreney. 
It is almost impossible to become intext: 


‘cated ot this “wmnko de .cheira,” nn 
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the hills and valleys, Passing along the 
southern road to Wurnas, clusters of 
white houses appear unexpectedly, disap- 
pear, and reappear above or below, asthe 
road winds over the hills: 

Twenoty-seven miles from Pinta Del- 
gada lies Furnas Lake. Ita beauty ts en 
anced by a chapel of Gotlite architecture 
on the southern shore that seems to-add 
fo the stillness of the place.

This valley marks an important spot 
in the history of volcanic disturbances 
of past centuries, anil cotitains a number 
of important thermal baths; the waters of 
which boil and seethe and send up clouds 
of smoke. To appreciate the full beauty 
ef the valley, the foremost Azorean sum 
Mer resort, it th secessary te look down 
upon the town and lake and opposite 
Inauntain tinges from the heights of the 
Horthern road that deseends nto the old 
crater, where today the town of Furnas 
is located. 

There ts a charming spot in the valley 


of Furnas called “Tanque.” ‘This park 


is of interest to American readers, for it 
wat there that the historian Prescettt 
spent a part of his time during his stay 
on this ishind. Prescott came to St 
Michaels to visit telatives, and to this day 
his Azorean kindred, both English and 
Portuguese, cherish his memory,

They raise their 
own wine and tea ond have their own 
nuneral water and thermal baths: they 
have their own tobacco and manufacture 
thar own cigars; they cultivate large 
deo of sugar-beet and manifacture 

heir own sugar. The rich volcanic earth 
and humid, but healthful, climate lend 
themselves to the cultivation of great 
varieties of agricultural products, includ- 
ing veeetables and fruits of the temper- 
ate and tropical gones, Twenty-one thou- 
saumd head of cattle graze in the hills: and 
help to form one of the principal indus- 
tries of the islands, the manufacture of 
cheese: . | 

The sea furnishes a lvelihood for a 
large number of its inhabitants. Thou- 
cans of lobsters are exported to the 
Continent. , : 

The island is covered with a network 
of roads, over which 150 automobiles 
travel for pleasure and business, 

Inthe vear before the war St. Michaels’ 
experts were yilued at $1339,054. For 
a small island hore, 41 miles long, this 
isa record worthy of note. 


HORTA A CAMLE CENTER FoR THE WORLD 


Santa Maria, the second island of the 
enstern district, is much smaller than St.
